There are seemingly countless arguments centered around home run 
hitters. There always have been and there always will be. 

Some of the more common discussions revolve around comments 
like, “Yeah, he hit a lot of homers, but look how many times he 
struck out” or “Sure he hit more home runs, but he had more than 
100 at bats than the other guy.” 

Well, here’s another one to ponder and, possibly, it might be a 
better indicator of the true value of a home run hitter than sheer 
numbers. The item involves the per- 
centage of times at bat for which the 
player hits a home run. 

In other words, a player with 20 home 
runs in 200 at bats (10 percent) ranks as 
more valuable than the player with, say, 
25 home runs in 300 at bats (8.3 per- 
cent). 

The best example at the moment is 
the case of Babe Ruth and Hank Aaron. 
Now with the Milwaukee Brewers, Aaron 
ranks as the all-time home run king with 
733 round-trippers going into the 1975 
campaign. This easily tops Ruth with his ious 
former record figure of 714. Harmon Killebrev ©) 

Yet, Ruth rates as, by far, the better 
home run threat as 8.5 percent of his official at bats resulted in 
home runs (714 in 8399 at bats). Aaron, on the other hand, entered 
1975 with 733 homers in 11,628 at bats for a percentage of 6.3, just 
barely good enough to get him onto the all-time top ten chart for 
this category. 

The Padres have a solid representative on the all-time list in vet- 
eran slugger Willie McCovey. 

Willie currently stands fourth on the percentage list with 435 home 
runs in 6,263 at bats for a fine 6.9 percentage. But yet, of the top 
ten players on the list, he actually only ranks eighth in total home 
runs thus doubly showing his effectiveness. 

“There are really very few players who go up to the plate swinging 
for the fence all the time,” reflected McCovey on the art of home run 
hitting. 

“Of course, there are always situations in a game where you have 
to be going for the long ball, but basically I’m just up there looking 
to make good contact and if it goes, it goes. There are too many 
players ruined by trying for the fences all the time.” 

Overall, McCovey ranks 14th in career homers with his 435 before

the onset of the season. The next notch up is 475 by Hall of Famer 
Stan Musial, so Willie still has a way to go to catch “The Man.” 

“T’ve always had certain goals in my career,” admitted McCovey, 
“but I don’t think I’ve ever set being in the top ten in home runs as 
one of them. It would be awful tough for me at this stage as over 
500 won’t get you there.” 

In point of fact, tenth place is held down by Ernie Banks and 
Eddie Mathews, each with 512 circuit clouts. 

McCovey, nevertheless, has enjoyed 
some truly great seasons as far as home 
runs go. 

Three times Willie has topped the Na- 
tional League in homers (44 in 1963 
and then back-to-back 1968 and 1969 
seasons with 36 and 45, respectively), 
yet five times he had the best home run 
percentage figure. 

McCovey’s top percentage mark came 
in 1969 when his 45 blasts represented 
9.2 of his trips to the plate. Surprisingly, 
his second best percentage mark was 7.9 
the following season in 1970 when he 
Hank Aaron smacked 39 home runs and was only 

fourth in the home run derby. 

For the record, he also topped the Senior Circuit in percentage in 
1963 (7.8), 1967 (6.8) and 1969 (6.9). 

It is also interesting to note that in the banner 1969 season he 
‘eceived 121 walks which represented almost 20 percent of his total 
late appearances. This, of course, means he was on base one way 
yr another at least 30 percent of the time. 

Taking a quick glance over the all-time top ten list for percentage, 
he leader is, as pointed out, Babe Ruth with his staggering 8.5 per- 
ent figure. 

A distant second is Harmon Killebrew, still active with the Kansas 
city Royals, with a 7.2 mark followed by recent Hall of Fame in- 
luctee Ralph Kiner (7.1) and then McCovey. Rounding out the top 
en are Ted Williams in fifth (6.8) and then Mickey Mantle (6.6), 
immie Foxx (6.6), Hank Greenberg (6.4), Aaron (6.3) and Lou 
Sehrig (6.2). 

As for the top ten in total home runs, it’s interesting to note that 
our of the men (Willie Mays, Frank Robinson, Eddie Mathews and 
irnie Banks) are not among the percentage leaders.

As the season heads into its second month, the San Diego 
Padres are busy preparing for their second top promotion 
aimed at their younger fans. The promotion in mind is the 
annual Let’s Dine Out Helmet Night which last season at- 
tracted a record crowd of 44,504 when the Pads took on the 
Cincinnati Reds. 

The event will be staged on Saturday night, May 17 with 
the Padres entertaining the Chicago Cubs who got off to a 
great start in the National League’s Eastern Division. 

Some 25,000 special Padre souvenir helmets will be given 
away to youngsters 14 years of age and under, boys and 
girls alike, courtesy of the Let’s Dine Out Company. 

“The promotion went over extremely well last season,” 
remarked Padre Director of Promotions Jim Weigel, “and, 
what with the tremendous success of the team so far, we 
expect another fine turnout. I don’t see why we can’t have 
another 40,000-type of crowd again this season.” 

The Padres will be opening the only homestand in May 
with the second of five Dean’s Picture Pack-Autograph 
Nights on Friday, May 16. 

All Padre fans entering the stadium that evening will re- 
ceive a free picture pack from Dean’s Photos featuring 
pitchers Joe McIntosh and Dave Tomlin, catcher Fred 
Kendall, infielder Hector Torres and outfielder Bobby Tolan 
plus coach Jim Davenport. 

All of the Padres will be on hand at special autograph 
booths from 5:45 p.m. to 6:30 p.m. 

Towards the end of the month, Friday night, May 23 to 
be exact, the second and final B 100 Teen Night will be 
held. 

All teenagers will receive $1 off the regular price of any 
plaza or loge seat and will be eligible for prizes donated by 
B 100 FM and the San Diego Padres. Being given away dur- 
ing the course of the evening will be a motorcycle, 10-speed 
bike plus 300 top-selling record albums. 

The month of May will also be seeing the second dates 
for members of the Central Federal Savings Senior Padres 
Club and the 7-Up Junior Padres Club.

It seems like there must be a thousand 
ways to describe the owner of the San 
Diego Padres, Ray A. Kroc of the 
worldwide McDonald’s Corporation. 
Fact is, that figure of a thousand just 
might be on the low side. 

When he purchased the club just prior 
to the beginning of spring training last 
season he vowed to turn the Padres into 
a contender. 

A project of this magnitude certainly 
can’t be accomplished overnight but the 
Padres are making heady inroads to- 
wards this goal based on several trades 
over the winter to strengthen the 
pitching staff. 

Enthusiastic and dynamic, Mr. Kroc 
showed the entire baseball world his 
intense desire to have the Padres in the 
thick of the pennant race as he kept the 
club in the running until the last minute 
in the race to sign Catfish Hunter. The 
Padres were the only National League 
club as wellas the only West Coast team 
to be given serious consideration by 
Hunter. 

In 1955 at age 53, Mr. Kroc took the

concept of licensing independent owners 
and was instrumental in creating the 
modern fast-food industry. The sales of 
all McDonald’s Corporations licensed 
and company-owned restaurants ex- 
ceed $1 billion in 1972. 

In addition, 1972 saw the opening of 
the 200th McDonald’s since the chain’s 
founding in 1955 and the sale of the 10 
billionth McDonald’s hamburger. An- 
other billion was added by Jan. 31, 1973. 

With restaurants in all 50 states and 
Canada, the chain is expanding world- 
wide with restaurants in Japan, Aus- 
tralia and Europe. 

A true philantropist, Mr. Kroc and 
his wife, Joan, marked his 70th birthday 
in 1972 by donating $7.5 million to a 
number of institutions, primarily hos- 
pitals and museums. And this is just the 
beginning of the work he hopes to 
accomplish in the next few years. 

But exactly who is this man Ray 
Kroc? 

Born in Chicago, Ray Kroc dropped 
out of high school and joined the Red 
Cross ambulance corps in World War I, 
serving in the same company as the late 
Walt Disney. 

He returned to Chicago following the 
war and turned his attention to music 
and radio. Learning classical piano from 
his mother (a piano teacher), he became 
music director for WGES, one of 
Chicago’s pioneer stations. Between 
radio jobs, he played double piano with 
one of Harry Sosnik’s first bands. 

The Florida real estate boom provided 
the next episode for him. Almost as 
soon as he got in, the boom collapsed 
and he wound up back as a piano player. 

Seemingly doomed, the night club 
business suddenly went bad and he 
headed back for his hometown of 
Chicago. 

Deciding to make his career in sales, 
he went to work for Lily-Tulip Cup and 
served as the Midwest Sales Manager 
for 17 years. 

Staying with sales, he became the 
exclusive salesman for a new invention, 
a milk shake multimixer machine. 

This move was actually the first step 
in a long line of successes to come his 
way. 

A small hamburger restaurant in San 
Bernadino, owned by the McDonald 
brothers, attracted his attention by pur- 
chasing eight of his machines. 


Realizing that a chain of similar 
restaurants would use a lot of his 
multimixers, he started his own ham- 
burger restaurants under a_ royalty 
agreement with the two brothers, whom 
he has since bought out. When McDon- 
ald’s restaurants began appearing na- 
tionwide, a new era of food service was 
underway. 

The rest is history. 

By 1960, there were 228 McDonald’s. 
In 1970 the number had jumped to 1,592 
and last year that figure stood at around 
2,500. Sales have been phenomenal. 
The sales figure for 1960 was a ‘‘mere”’ 
$37 million compared to $587 million in 
1970 and slightly over $1 billion in 1972. 

The Ray Kroc of today has been a 
charitable figure in activities through 
the Kroc Foundation in Santa Barbara. 
The Foundation has benefited work in 
the areas of diabetes, arthritis and 
multiple sclerosis. 

Ray Kroc is particularly proud of the 
continued support of the Boys Scouts of 
America through the organization’s 
Project SOAR (Save Our American 
Resources), a national program to 
beautify America. 

In recognition of his achievements, 
he has been the recipient of a number of 
public honors such as the ‘‘Marketing 
Man of the Year’’ as selected by the 
Chicago Chapter of the American Mar- - 
keting Association. In 1972, he was one 
of 10 prominent Americans to receive 
an Horatio Alger Award. 

Early in 1973 he was named Ameri- 
can of the Year by Lions International 
and was honored at the Lions- ~sponsored 
American Bowl all-star football game in 
Tampa, Florida. 

Additionally, in 1973, he was pre- 
sented a special Golden Plate Award by 
the International Foodservice Manu- 
facturers Association for outstanding 
achievement and dedication to the 
foodservice industry. That same year 
he was given the Victoria Denise Deron 
Award of the Illinois Special Olympics. 
The citation said his ‘‘unselfish devo- 
tion to mankind has brought new hope 
to the mentally handicapped around the 
world.”’ 

Just prior to the beginning of spring 
training this season he was named as the 
Headliner of the Year by the San Diego 
Press Club for his impact on the 
community.

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JOHN McNAMARA 
MANAGER 


The Padres will be heading into their second season this 
year with John McNamara at the helm with more promise 
than ever before. anette 

McNamara broke in last season with 62 victories to his 
credit, more than any first-year manager in the history of 
the franchise. To say the least, the impetus is there for the 
Pads to put together a recordbreaking year in 1975. 

One of the most personable and knowledgeable men in 
baseball, McNamara got his break into the Majors in 1968 
when he joined the A’s as a coach after winning back-to- 
back Southern League pennants at Mobile (1966) and 
Birmingham (1967). 

McNamara took over as the manager of the A’s with 13 
games left in the 1969 season when Hank Bauer stepped 
down late in the year. His record that season was 8— 5 as 
the A’s finished second. The following season he guided 
Oakland to an 89-73 slate and another second place finish. 

From Oakland, he moved across the Bay in 1971 to 
begin a three-year relationship with the San Francisco 
Giants as a coach. 

McNamara broke into baseball as a catcher in 1951 with 
Fresno of the California League and then split the 1952 
season between Houston of the Texas League and 
Lynchburg of the Piedmont League. 

- Following a break in 1953-54 for military service, he 
returned to the minors in 1955 with Lewiston, Idaho ofthe ~ 
Northwest League and then closed out his playing career 
in 1967 with Birmingham in the Southern League. 

His best season was in 1958 when he hit .276 at Lewiston 
although he did have a .280 with Amarillo of the Texas 
League in 1957 in half a season. 

McNamara began his coaching career in 1959 with 
Lewiston in the Class B Northwest League and continued 
as a manager in the minors through 1967 when he moved up 
to Oakland. 

Apart from his Southern League pennants, he also won 
one Northwest League flag in 1961 as his Lewiston club 

defeated Yakima four games to one to take a split season

BASEBALLS HALL OF FAME 


The granddaddy of all sports Halls of 
Fame! That’s the distinction claimed by 
the National Baseball Hall of Fame and 
Museum. 

The diamond shrine in Cooperstown, 
N.Y., was officially dedicated in 1939 as 
part of the nationwide observance of 
baseball’s 100th anniversary. In reality, 
however, it had its beginnings several 
years earlier with the opening of a small 
one-room exhibit, and the first members 
of the Hall of Fame actually were 
elected in 1936. 

Today the Baseball Hall of Fame and 
Museum stands as one of the foremost 
institutions of its kind in the coutry. 
Like fine wine, it seems to get better 
with age, — or at least more popular. 
During the past two years — the two 
biggest in its history — more than half 
a million persons visited the Hall of 
Fame. 

The success of the diamond shrine is 
all the more remarkable when you 
consider that Cooperstown is a small 
rural village of only 2,500 residents and 
that there is only one city of 100,000 
population within a radius of 75 miles. 
But the scenic surroundings of this little 
village where Abner Doubleday sup- 
posedly invented baseball back in 1839 
adds immensely to the charm of a visit 
to the game’s pantheon. 

The Hall of Fame itself is a virtual 
Utopia for a baseball fan. From the 
moment he steps in the front door of the 
four-story shrine he is engulfed by arti- 
facts of the great momentsin diamond 
history. They run the full gamut — from 
an ancient baseball from the 1840s and 
some memorabilia of the 1869 Cincin- 
nati Red Stockings, the first professional 
team, to mementoes of the current 
season and present-day stars. 

As an expansion team, the Padres 
obviously are not as heavily repre- 
sented in the Baseball Museum as the 
mighty Yankees or any of the old-line 
clubs. But there are several San Diego 
touches to the displays. 

For instance, the first baseball used in 
the Padres’ initial National League 
game against Houston on April 8, 1969 
is onexhibit. In case you have forgotten 
the outcome of that historic inaugural, 
Dick Selma pitched San Diego to a 2-1

victory over Don Wilson. 

The Padres also are featured, of 
course, in the shrine’s newest exhibit 
area, the ‘‘Baseball Today’’ section. 
Here visitors are treated to a display on 
each of the 24 major league clubs as well 
as separate displays on some of the top 
current performers. You can well imag- 
ine the colorful panorama provided by 
the 24 team uniforms and the accompa- 
nying pennants, colored photographs 
and other items contained in each club’s 
showcase. 

Nate Colbert, one of San Diego’s first 
big stars, earned himself a special niche 
in the ‘‘Baseball Today’’ sector. The 
erstwhile Padre, who was traded to 
Detroit last winter, was selected for one 
of the individual exhibits on the strength 
of his record-breaking performance 
during an August 1, 1972 doubleheader. 
You will recall that Nate slammed five 
home runs, had 22 total bases and 


accounted for 13 RBIs that night in 
leading a 9-0 and 1 1-7 sweep at Atlanta. 
Nate donated the bat he used to the Hall 
of Fame for inclusion in the display. 

The Hall of Fame and Museum is 
marked throughout by a blending of the 
old and the new. This means there is 
something to appeal to the taste of every 
baseball fan. 

Hank Aaron, who became baseball’s 
alltime homerun king last year, is fea- 
tured prominently. Various memen- 
toes of his distinguished career are on 
display and have become prime attrac- 
tions. They include one of his Atlanta 
uniforms and the bats and baseballs 
from several of his milestone hitting 
accomplishments. 

At the same time, the Babe Ruth 
Room remains a big favorite of young 
and old alike. It includes Ruth’s Yankee 
Stadium locker, his famed No. 3 uniform 
several of his bats, many of the trophies 
he received , numerous photographs and 
many other items. In addition, visitors 
can listen to a recording of the Babe’s 
voice. On a busy midsummer day, it is 
not unusual to see the small fry — and 
even grownups — standing in line await- 
ing their turn to listen on the phone 
where Ruth’s voice is heard. 

The impressive Hall of Fame galtery, 
where the handsome bronze bas-relief 
plaques of the game’s greats are mounted, 
and the Presidents’ Room, which con- 
tains baseball memorabilia relating to 
U.S. Presidents, are two other areas of 
special interest. In fact, a visitor’s list of 
‘*must see’’ exhibits would require a full 
page of this publication. 

The biggest day of the year in 
Cooperstown is Hall of Fame Day. 
That is the occasion when newly- 
elected members are formally installed 
in the shrine. Capping the event is the 
traditional Hall of Fame game between 
two major league teams. This year’s 
Hall of Fame Day is set for Monday, 
August 18, with the Boston Red Sox 
playing the San Francisco Giants. 

The Baseball Hall of Fame and 
Museum is open seven days a week 
except for Thanksgiving, Christmas 
and New Year’s Day. Every baseball 
fan owes it to himself to visit the 
diamond pantheon in Cooperstown.

When considering the top defensive third baseman of 
the past twenty years, Jim Davenport has to rank near the 
top of the list. A veteran of 13 campaigns with the San 
Francisco Giants, he is in his second year as third base 
coach after compiling an impressive record as Manager of 
Phoenix (PCL) during the past three seasons. He will un- 
doubtedly have a stabilizing influence on young Padre in- 
fielders. 

Jim attended Southern Mississippi University where he 
earned three letters in both baseball and football and 
starred at quarterback in the 1953 and 1954 Sun Bowl 
games. In his initial pro season with El Dorado in 1955, he 
led the Cotton States League in both batting (.363) and 
total bases (239). In his rookie major league season he 
led the N.L. in sacrifice flies with 17. He led the N.L.

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Handling the first base coaching chores and the batting 
instructor role this season will be veteran Dick Sisler. 

In private business in Nashville, Tenn. the past four 
seasons working with country and western stars, Sisler 
will bring a new dimension to the Padres staff. He will be 
the first full-fledged batting instructor and his credentials 
for this duty are many. 

The son of Hall of Famer George Sisler, he was a first 
baseman-outfielder during his playing days. He finished 
with a .276 average for eight seasons with the Cardinals 
(1946-47, 52-53), Phillies (1948-51) and Reds (1952).

McINTOSH PLUS YEAR OF E 


Statistics, it’s been said, are funny 
things. You can make them do just about 
anything you want. Prove a point with 
them or, even using the exact same sta- 
tistics, disprove a point. 

Well, this may be all well and good, 
but no tricky use of statistics have to be 
made in the case of young Joe McIntosh 
to show that the Padres’ youthful right- 
hander is much improved over a year 
ago. 

Ten appearances with the Padres last 
season (a couple in the first two weeks 
of the season and the rest in September 
following the end of the minor league 
campaign) netted McIntosh an 0-4 record 
with a 3,65 earned run average. Not bad, 
really, considering his only professional 
experience prior to last season was 14 
appearances for the Padres half-season 
Class A Walla Walla club in 1973. 

Well, things are certainly different for 
the 23-year-old native of Billings, Mon- 
tana this season. 

To begin, through his first six outings 
in 1975 his record stood at 3-2 while his 
ERA was an impressive 1.57, the best of 
any pitcher in the National League with 
45 or more innings of work. With marks 
like that, it’s little wonder the Padres 
pitching staff led the league in team ERA 
after the first five weeks of the season. 


“Everything seems to be going quite 
well for me at the moment,” commented 
McIntosh. “Despite my statistics from 
last season, I felt I did a pretty fair job 
when I was with the club, but I’m very 
much aware of the improvements in my 
pitching from a year ago.” 

“We were aware of Joe’s potential last 
season,” related Padre manager John Mc- 
Namara, “which is why we had him start 
and finish the season with the major 
league club. The only reason he went 
down to Hawaii last year was so that he 
could pitch in the regular rotation in- 
stead of spending most of his time on the 
sidelines with us. 

“We knew he could develop into a 
fine starter and we believe he’s at the 
point where we can depend on him to be 
one of our mainstays.” 
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Actually, McIntosh has proven so far 
to be the most consistent of all the Padre 
starters. Through his first five outings 
his shortest stint was seven innings and 
he was averaging almost exactly eight 
innings per outing. 

“I know I’m off to a good start and 
I don’t want to sound cocky or anything, 
but I honestly don’t see why I can’t pitch 
this well all season,” McIntosh stated. 

“I haven’t set any kind of statistical 
goals for myself,” continued the former 
Washington State University standout, 
“All I really want is to get the most out 
of myself and do the best job possible. 

“This, of course, means that I want to 
be considered a dependable starter by 
the club, someone who can be ready to 
pitch every time his turn in the rotation 
comes up.” 

“That’s probably the most important 
thing for me, being able to know the 
club has faith in me and will use me 
against any team in the league, not just

So far, the Padres have done little to 
show a lack of faith in McIntosh as he 
faced Los Angeles twice and Cincinnati 
once in his first six games. He went the 
distance against the Dodgers in their first 
meeting and stopped Don Sutton’s 15- 
game winning streak with a sparkling 
7-1, five-hit outing.

He has announced sports for a Los Angeles 
television station where his assignments have included 
post game shows of the California Angels, UCLA sports, 
boxing and golf. 

Coleman first was signed to a professional contract in 
1942 by Yankee scout Joe Devine. In his rookie season 
with the Yankees in 1949, Coleman led American League 
second basemen in fielding and was named the league’s 
‘*Rookie of the Year.” 

He owns a major league career batting average of .263, 
and enjoyed his best season in 1950 when he hit .287. In six 
world series, including four championships, Coleman 
batted .275 and in his final series in 1957 against Milwaukee 
he made eight hits in seven games for a .364 average. 

The 1950 season was the biggest for Coleman as he was 
named to the American League All-Star squad and capped 
the season by winning the Babe Ruth Award, symbolic of 
the outstanding player in the 1950 World Series. During his 
career with the Yankees, he played second base, shortstop 
and third. 

Coleman’s baseball career twice was interrupted by 
military service. In World War II and in the Korean 
conflict he flew a total of 120 missions, receiving two 
Distinguished Flying Crosses, 13 Air Medals and three 
Navy Citations. He holds the rank of Lt. Colonel in the 
Marine Corps (Ret.).

Bob Chandler is a 13-year veteran of sports broadcast- 
ing and moves into the radio booth for his fourth season 
after serving the Padres as television announcer during his 
first two seasons. 

Chandler has had a varied sports broadcasting career 
and was previously the sports director of KCST (Channel 
39).

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PADRES ENTERTAIN THE “FLYING” CARDINAL 


For a while, stealing bases was getting 
to be somewhat old hat with Lou Brock 
of the St. Louis Cardinals. Going into 
the 1974 campaign he had led the Na- 
tional League in steals no less than seven 
of the previous eight seasons. 

So, when things appeared like nothing 
new could be added to spice up the 
stolen base race, Brock injected new life 
and interest into the subject by making 
a successful run at Maury Wills’ all-time 
record of 104 swipes.

It would be a gross understatement to 
say that Brock bettered Wills’ mark as 
he finshed out the season with 118 stolen 
bases in 153 games. By way of note, 
when Maury set the old mark in 1962, 
he had the benefit of playing in 165 con- 
tests. 

Then, to add further interest in the 
art of thievery, teammate Bake McBride 
teamed up with Brook to give the Cardi- 
nals the best one-two base stealing punch 


lee 


in the history of the game. McBride, 
who also walked off with the National 
League Rookie of the Year honor, 
chipped in 30 steals for a two-man total 
of 148. 

That mark easily surpassed the pre- 
vious standard of 136 set first by Clyde 
Milan (74) and Danny Moeller (62) of 
the 1913 Washington Senators and then 
later tied in 1962 by Wills (104) and 
Willie Davis (32) of the Dodgers. 

Individually, Brock, of course, topped 
the league with his 118 swipes while 
McBride ranked 11th with his 30 steals. 
The closest anyone got to Brock was 
Davey Lopes of Los Angeles with 59. 

The accomplishments of Brock are, 
needless to say, overwhelming. Already 
he owns the National League career 
record for stolen bases with 753, sur- 
passing former record-holder Max Carey 
(138) coming down the homestretch a 
year ago. 

Additionally, Lou ranks second all- 
time behind Ty Cobb (1905-1928) who 
finished his career with 892 steals. 

Somewhat ironically, the Padres rank

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as his best and worst team for stealing. 
His percentage of .822 (37 of 45) is his 
best against any club in the league, but 
his total number of steals is also his 
lowest figure. 

For his 14 years in the majors, Brock 
has stolen successfully 753 of 974 times 
for a sizzling success percentage of .765. 

Of course, it’s way too early to start 
talking about McBride as the heir-appar- 
ent to Brock’s newly set record, but it is

interesting to note that already he is re- 
garded as one of the top young base 
runners in the game. 

Consider these facts about the youthful 
Cardinal: He, other than Brock of 
course, is the only Cardinal to steal 30 
or more bases in a season since Frankie 
Frisch in 1927; hit .309 last season 
(eighth best in the National League, giv- 
ing the Cards an all-.300 hitting outfield 
and received 500 of the 574 votes for the 
All-Rookie team last season. 








It might sound a little on the trite side, but you can pretty well say that good 

hitters are born, not made. ; 
The Padres hitting instructor Dick Sisler has a few ideas on what makes a 

good hitter so let’s let Dick explain some of the basics. 
“I think the’ main thing is to have a quick bat and a controlled bat. Quickness 
with the bat shows right away in a player, it’s something you either have or you don’t. 
You can compensate somewhat by switching the position of your hands on the bat, but 
that will only keep you ahead of the pitcher for a while. 
“Control with the bat can easily be taught, but if you don’t have the good hand-eye 
co-ordination for quickness, forget it. 

“You also like to see some power in the hitter, but it’s not all that necessary. There are 
plenty of great hitters around who rarely hit the long ball, but kill you with the singles and 
doubles. 

“On the other side of the coin, a good hitter works hard at his art and studies pitchers 
to get an extra jump on them. Successful hitters are not guessers. You can build up a knowl 
edge of how certain pitchers throw in various situations, but you will rarely find the good 
hitters up at the plate guessing. Guessing is like trying to beat the odds at Las Vegas. 

“Probably the one thing to keep in mind is to always be ready to hit the fastest pic | 
possible with the thought that it might be something else. You can always make the slight ad- 
justment for any other type of pitch, but if you’re looking for, say, a change-up and the fast 
ball comes in, there’s no way you can recover and make any kind of contact. 

“So, there you have it all. Quickness with the bat, a controlled bat and a knowledge of 
opposing pitchers gearing yourself to handle his fastest pitch with the opportunity to adjust to 
something slower. If you can master those basics, then you’ve got a sound: hitter.”

Slumps are funny things. Well, not 
exactly funny in the Ha! Ha! sense of 
the word, but, let’s say, strange. In a 
way, they are kind of like such common- 
place things as baldness, tooth decay or 
athlete’s foot. Sooner or later, the afflic- 
tion strikes every ball player. Like the 
common cold, nobody is immune. 

What exactly it is that starts players 
on downhill slides is a tough thing to 
put your finger on. In some cases, the 
reason is readily discernible while in 
other cases, a battery of psychiatrists 
and physicians might be needed to figure 
out the problem. 

In fact, if the reasons were that well 
pinpointed, the slump would become 
about as extinct as the dodo. 

“The main thing for the ball player,” 
related Padre star John Grubb, “is to 
hang in there and keep battling.” 

Maybe that’s easier said than done, 


but it has worked for Grubb on a couple 
of rare occasions when he’s hit a slide. 

“!’'m a big believer in playing your 
way out of a slump,” revealed the 26- 
year-old lefthander. “Sometimes a day 
or two out of the lineup might help if 
you're thinking too much, but it should 
only be a sort of last resort. 

“A big thing when you find yourself 
caught in some kind of a slump is that 
you begin to think too much when you're 
at the plate. You start worrying about 
your hands or the placement of your feet. 

“Everything comes into your mind ex- 
cept what should be there and that’s 
simply concentrating on the ball and 
trying to make contact.” 

Grubb has known a few slumps in his 
playing career. In fact, his two major 
slides were both due to physical prob- 
lems. 

Last year, for example, he jammed a 


i 


finger while diving back into first base 
during a pickoff attempt and had trouble 
gripping the bat for a good part of the 
season. The result was a dip in his bat- 
ting average from dver .300 to .286 
where he finished the season. 

A good indicator of this is the fact 
that he hit .323 for the first half of the 
season and then tailed off to a .245 mark 
for the second half due largely to the 
injury. 

This season, too, a physical problem 
struck at Grubb as a case of flu helped 
knock his average spiraling down to a 
mere .195. With the return of good 
health, he promptly went on a hitting 
tear which at one time showed him hit- 
ting an even .500 for an eight-game 
stretch and in one four-game spree his 
average was a sizzling .600. 

“I think you will find that most of the 
problems involved in a slump are purely 
mental,” commented the soft-spoken Vir- 
ginia product. “When you start worrying 
about one thing and another the whole 
situation compounds itself and it really 
takes some doing to snap out of it. 

“With a physical problem,” summed 
up Grubb, “you are pretty much aware 
of what’s happening to you. But if you 
are able to keep your mind uncluttered 
with the knowledge that basically you 
are not doing anything wrong as a hitter 
and that the illness or whatever is the 
cause then you'll be okay. You know 
you'll be getting better and that the 
slump will run out its course.”
